U nder th e act, th ese fees will 
be ch arged for licenses to be is­ 
sued by Elmos Tay lor, city col­ 
lector: for m anufacture and saie 
by m anufacturer, $300 a y ear; for 
sale by distributor or wh olesaler, 
$50 a y ear; for sale for consum p­ 
tion on th e prem ises, $20 a y ear; 
for sale by grocers, oth er m er­ 
ch ants. and dealers in th e origin­ 
al package direct to th e consum ­ 
er and not for resale or consum p­ 
tion in th e place of sale, $15 a 
y ear. Licenses will be pro-rated 
for 19 35 but during no subseq uent 
y ear. Th ey will not be transferr- 
able and will be due as of Ja n u­ 
ary 1 each y ear. 


Included in regulations govern­ 
ing th e sale of 3.2 beer are sec­ 
tions stating th at no person h old­ 
ing a license may sell th e beer 
between 1:30 and 6 in th e m orn­ 
ing. Furth er, no person h aving 
a 3.2 license may secure one for 
sale of intox icating liq uor. 
Persons selling liq uor with on­ 
ly a 3.2 
license; 
th ose 
mix ing 
alcoh ol with 3.2 at th eir business 
establish m ents; th ose selling w ith ­ 
out perm its; th ose opening origin­ 
al pacakages in places w h ere li­ 
censes do not allow such action; 
th ose drinking from th e package 
at th e place of sale will be con­ 
sidered guilty of 
misdemeanors 
and may be find $500 and placed 
in jail for 9 0 day s or may be giv­ 
en both 
punish m ents. 
Licenses 
may be revoked. 
Until th is y ear, 
m unicipalities 
were not allowed to regulate or 
license th e sale of 3.2 beer. Th e 
full tex t of th e ordinance will be 
publish ed in th e Tuesday issue of 
Th e Standard.

be. Personally w^e think any salad 
is a disappointment that doesn’t 
contain sections of 
crisp, 
fresh 
cucumbers and hard-cooked eggs. 
But everyone to his 
own 
teste. 
One famous chef relies upon po­ 
tatoes, onions, blanched almonds 
and finely chopped parsley to up­ 
hold his reputation in 
a 
potato 
salad. He uses two kind of dress­ 
ings, of course, first 
a 
French 
dressing, which is poured 
over 
corsely mashed 
potatoes 
while 
they are still warm; then a spe­ 
cial 
boiled 
dressing 
which

thoroughly mixed in with the oth­ 
er ingredients. Of course the salad 
is chilled thoroughly before serv­ 
ing. 
There’s nothing in substantial, 
main-dish salads so fresh and sat­ 
isfying at this time of year than 
a mixed potato salad using potato, 
a cucumber, a bunch of scallions, 
stuffed 
olives, 
fresh 
radishes, 
sweet gherkin pickles, cold, cook­ 
ed beets, and bard-boiled 
eggs. 
This salad should

well with salt, pepper and celery 
salt and mixed generously with 
mayonnaise. But if we didn’t have 
fresh cucumbers, we would cer­ 
tainly us small cucumber pickles, 
js i? done in a reripe we know 
which calls simply for cold boiled 
potatoes, diced celery, fresh peas, 
minced olives and the pickles.

An ordinance 
regarding 
the 
m anufacture and sale of 3.2 per­ 
cent 
b e e r, setting down 
license 
fees, and providing penalties for 
violations 
of 
regulations 
was 
passed Monday night at a regular 
monthly council meeting. 
The ordinance was w ritten by 
Robert Dem pster, city attorney, 
in accordance with state laws gov­ 
erning 32 beer. 
Under the act, these fees will 
be charged for licenses to be is­ 
sued by Elmos Taylor, city col­ 
lect on for m anufacture and sale 
by m anufacturer, $300 a year; for 
sale by distributor or wholesaler, 
$50 a year; for sale for consum p­ 
tion on the prem ises, $20 a year; 
for sale by grocers, other m er­ 
chants. and dealers in the origin­ 
al package direct to the consum ­ 
er and not for resale or consum p­ 
tion in the place of sale, $15 a 
year. Licenses will be pro-rated 
for 1935 but during no subsequent 
year. They will not be tra n s fe r­ 
able and will be due as of Ja n u ­ 
ary 1 each year. 


Included in regulations govern­ 
ing the sale of 3.2 beer are sec­ 
tions stating that no person hold­ 
ing a license may sell the beer 
between 1:30 and 6 in the m orn­ 
ing. F urther, no person having 
a 3.2 license may secure one for 
sale of intoxicating liquor. 
Persons selling liquor with on­ 
ly a 3.2 
license; 
those 
mixing 
alcohol with 3.2 at their business 
establishm ents; those selling w ith­ 
out perm its; those opening origin­ 
al pacakages in places where li­ 
censes do not allow such action; 
those drinking from the package 
at the place of sale will be con­ 
sidered guilty of 
misdemeanors 
and may be find $500 and placed 
in jail for 90 days or may be giv­ 
en both 
punishm ents. 
Licenses 
may be revoked. 
U ntil this year, 
municipalities j 
were not allowed to regulate or 1 
license the sale of 3.2 beer. The 
full text of the ordinance will be 
published in the Tuesday issue of 
The Standard.

Personally we think any salad 
is a disappointm ent that doesn’t 
contain sections of 
crisp, 
fresh 
cucumbers and hard-cooked eggs. 
But everyone to his 
own 
taste. 
One famous chef relies upon po­ 
tatoes, onions, blanched almonds 
and finely chopped parsley to up­ 
hold his reputation in 
e 
potato 
salad. He uses two kind of dress­ 
ings, of course, first 
a 
French 
dressing, which is poured 
over 
corsely mashed 
potatoes 
while 
they are still warm ; then a spe­ 
cial 
boiled 
dressing 
which 
is 
thoroughly mixed in with the oth­ 
er ingredients. Of course the salad 
is chilled thoroughly before serv­ 
ing. 
There’s nothing in substantial, 
m ain-dish salads so fresh and sat­ 
isfying at this time of year than 
a mixed potato salad using potato, 
a cucumber, a bunch of scallions, 
stuffed 
olives, 
fresh 
radishes, 
sweet gherkin pickles, cold, cook­ 
ed beets, and bard-boiled 
eggs. 
This salad should 
be 
seasoned 
well with salt, pepper and celery 
salt and mixed generously with 
mayonnaise. But if we didn’t have 
fresh cucumbers, we would cer­ 
tainly us small cucum ber pickles, 
as is done in a recipe w t know 
which calls simply for cold boiled 
potatoes, diced celery, fresh peas, 
minced olives and the pickles. 
The dressing we use for pota­ 
to salad is the final arbiter of its 
flavor. If you do not have some
